T1IE  VOTERS  DUTY. 

In  politics  as  In  war  only  those  learn  the 

coot  of  government  who  andure  hardness 
for  Its  aake.  The  weary  march,  the  lonely 

night  vigil,  the  shock  of  battle,  the  elck- 
U039'  wounds  and  suffering  of  the  hospital 
teach  the  lesson  of  patriotism  as  nothing 
else  can.  So  It  Lb  ordained  that  by  a  con¬ 
stant  round  of  political  duties  the  voter 
learns  the  value  of  his  liberties.  Weary¬ 
ing  as  may  be  the  attendance  at  prima¬ 
ries.  conventions,  ami  clubs,  there  is 
more  work  to  be  done  on  election  dsy  by 
every  good  citizen. 

An  unsuccessful  political  campaign  is 
as  much  a  disgrace  to  the  voter,  as  an 
unsuccessful  military  campaign  would  be 
to  a  soldier.  One  of  the  oddities  of  politi¬ 
cal  contests  is  the  desire  of  voter*  to.  be 
on  the  winning  side  a$  tf  majorities  were 
necessarily  right.  Hundreds  of  cam¬ 
paigns  are  lost  because  of  overconfidence. 
A  little  less  trusting 'to  luck,  and. the 
minority  would  get  out  more  of  Its  votes 
anil  become  the  majority.  A  plucky 
party  will  attract  wavering  voters  through 
its  ceaseless  efforts,  and  through  the  con- 
11  ilence  It  inspires. 

It. Is  the  duty  of  tho  voter  to  vote,  as  it 

Is  the  duty  of  the  soldier  to  fight.  Who 

knows  which  side  will  win  before  the  bat¬ 
tle  Is  fought?  Because  they  do  not  ex¬ 
pect  their  comrades  to  vote  many  Repub¬ 
licans  are  discouraged.  They  have  oon- 
il deuce  In  their  leaders— Lheir  cause  is 
just,  but  faint,  hearteduess  says  “It  is  no 
use  to  go  to  the  polls. 

But  there  is  use.  A  formidable  Inde¬ 
pendent  movement  of  Democrats  and 
Republicans  in  Hudson  County  seems 
destined  to  reduee  the  majority  of  that 
Democratic  stronghold.  General  Grubb's 
popularity  in  South  Jersey  promises  to 
increase  the  Republican  majority  in  that 
section  of  the  state.

Incorporation. 

To  the  Editor n  of  The  tVtora  :  / 

It  is  understood  that  the  TownshipUoui- 
nut  tee  are  about  to  call  a  special  election 
to  determine  the  question  of  iucorpora-  1 
tion.  Less  than  a  year  ago  this  question 
was  decided  in  the  negative  Previous  to 
ths  election  every  argument  in  favor  of 
the  law  was  brought  to  the  attention  of 
▼otei*.  Under  ordinary  circumstances 
this  decision  should  be  Anal.  It  is  true  a 
new  petition  has  been  presented  to  the 
Township  Committee,  but  Is  it  signed 
largely  by  those  who  formerly  opposed 
the  law?  If  not  where  is  the  necessity 
for  a  new  slection?  It  is  said  that  those 
who  formerly  voted  against  ths  law  are 
now  favorable  to  U.  It  would  also  bo 
true  to  say  that  many  who  voted  for  the 
law  last  year  are  it  earnest  opponents.  Un¬ 
less  ths  Township  Committee  aie  satis¬ 
fied  that  Uiete  haa  be*u  a  radical  c hangs 
In  the  opinion  of  voters,  they  would  not 
appear  to  be  warranted  in  incurring  the 
expense  of  a  new  election.

place.  Streets  have  been  paved,  sidewalks 
laid,  a  fire  department  organized,  a  beau* 
tiful  park  graded,  and  waiter  and  gas  pro¬ 
vided.  The  present  system  of  Btroet  and 
sidewalk  improvement  works  Well,  people 
are-willing,  yes,  glad  to  pay  one-half  the 
eoet  of  sidewalks,  and  the  tax-payers  do 
not  begrudge  liberal  appropriations  for 
loads.  The  system  Is  practically  a  suo- 

••ess.  Now  it  is  proposed  to  adopt  &  new 
plan  of  road  and  sidewalk  improve  merit, 
aud  for  what?  Well,  principally  that  the 
Township  Committee  may  be  enlarged, 
and  committeemen  elected  by  wards. 
Well,  there  is  .no  objection  to  that,  and 
it  can  be  accomplished  without  tfce  adop-  ' 
tion  of  the  incorporation  act.  Iu  the  law  . 
of  18«fi,  Chapter  XIV,  page  22,  is  as  act  I 
to  provide  for  the  division  of  incorporated 
towns,  townships  and  boroughs  Into  i 
wards,  and  to  regulate  representation  , 
therein.  This  law  we  believe  is  the  one 
under  which  East  Orange  is  now  acting. 
It  has  been  tried  aud  found  to  work  sat¬ 
isfactorily.  There  is  no  desire  there  to 
try  experiments  as  radical  as  those  offered 
by  the  Incorporation  |ipt. 

In  this  act  of  incorporation,  which  we 
are  called  upon  to  adopt;  everything  is  on 
a  grand  scale.  There  is  a  cumbersome 
board  of  education,  larger  than  the  new 
Council,  a  recorder,  a  chief  engineer,  and 
chief  of  police;  the  Town  Council  is  made 
an  excise  commission,  thus  introducing 
the  temperaucs  question  into  local  poli¬ 
tics.  There  are  the  proviiipns  for  the 
building  of  sewers,  roads,  and  sidewalks 
at  the  expense  of  property-owners  along 
the  Ifbe  of  the  streets,  and  provisions  for 
the  voting  of  money  entirely  at  the  dis¬ 
cretion  of  the  Town  Council.  This  lost 
arrangement  may  be  good  or  bad  ;  we  are 
unable  to  say. 

The  method  of  building  roads,  side¬ 
walks  and  sewers  we  know  to  be  bad  by 
actual  experiment.^  Jl&o’te  us  lies  the 
road  act  of  April  3rd,  1879,  which  pro¬ 
vides  for  the  building  of  macadamized 
roads  up«n  petition  of  the  propel  ty  owners 
with  powfer  to  bond  for  the  p  .rpose.  It 
Is  sufilci|ent  comment  to  make  upon  it 
that  no  macadamized  road  whs  ever  laid* 
under  its  provisions.  The  sidewalk  act 
of  March  2‘Jth,  1872  is  somewhat  similar. 
Some  sidewalks  were  laid  under  it,  but  it 
was  found’defeclivs,  aud  passed  into  iu- 
nocuoee  desuetude.  (• 

It  is  our  belief  that  these  provisions  of 
the  new  law  will  be  found  equally  useless. 
We  have  been  told,  and  shall  )>e  told 
ag&ip  that  loadmaking  and  sidewalk  lay¬ 
ing  can  still  go  on  under  the  present 
plan  notwithstanding  the  new  law. 

What  then  becomes  of  the  plea  that  if 
we  adopt  the  act  of  incorporation  w*  shall 
be  able  to  do  much  according  to  law 
that  is  now  done  In  defiance  of  law? 

Shall  we  adopt  the  act  of  incorporation 
with  the  avowed  intention  of  evading  its 
provisions?  It  would  seem  to  us  wise  for 
the  Township  Committee  before  callings 
special  election  to  decide  upon  the  adop¬ 
tion  of  the  act  of  incorporation  to  con¬ 
sider  whether  it  would^iot  be  better  to  call 
the  election  to  decide  upon  the  adoption 
of  the  act  before  mentioned,  Chapter  XIV 
laws  of  1*8)',.  No  doubt  The  Citizen 
wouIU  give  it  to  its  readers  in  full  should 
there  be  any  disposition  seriously  to  con¬ 
sider  iL  ••
